The Andover Teachers Association took a giant step 
last week toward creating a favorable climate for future 
negotiations with the School Committee under provisions 


of a new state law which permits municipal employees to 
bargain collectively. 


And in taking a strong position with regard to the 
raising of standards for secondary school teachers, the 
association indicates it is fully aware that what is good 
for Andover is also good for its members. 

The professional group would have the school com- 
mittee establish as local policy a requirement that any 
high or junior high school teacher who joins the system 
without a master’s degree be given five years to acquire 
one. The organization further proposes that teachers who 
do not meet this deadline be subjected to what might be 
termed ‘“‘economic sanctions’’ until the requirement is 
met. This means no more money, no raises of any sort - 
increments or otherwise - until the teacher has that mas- 
ter’s degree safely tucked away. 

It is a tougher proposal than one might have expected 
from the teacher’s association and it seems a reasonable 
compromise between the position of former school com- 
mittee chairman Robert Sherman and Supt. Edward I. 
Erickson. Sherman would give new secondary teachers 
just three years to catch up with a master’s degree re- 
quirement and he would set a cut off date beyond which 
no secondary teacher could be hired who did not already 
have a masters. Erickson prefers that the town’s policy 
on master’s degrees be kept informal, that he not be given 
additional mandatory requirements to cope with in hiring. 

Some sort of compromise is virtually a certainty. The 
committee appears unified in its desire to take the initia- 
tive instead of waiting for the state board to issue a 
directive. Certainly such thinking is forward looking. 

The volume of knowledge, : particularly in technical 
fields, is accumulating at a tremenduous rate and this is 
having a continual effect on the curriculum of secondary 
and elementary schools. Students are being introduced at 
an earlier and earlier age to basic knowledge in subject 
fields that used to be reserved entirely for high school 
and college instruction. And they are exposed as children 


to the broadening influences of a vast communications 
industry and as never before to museums, travel etc. It 
stands to reason that all these changes make necessary 
some adjustment in the educational 
teachers. 

Whatever agreement is reached July 5, short of a man- 
datory master’s requirement, must be recognized as tran- 
sitory. The time when candidates for all secondary school 
teaching positions must arrive equipped with a master’s 
degree is not far off. 

But this in itself will be no greater guarantee of educa- 
tional excellence than the present requirement of a 
bachelor’s degree. As School Committeeman William 
Doherty pointed out last week, there are degrees and 
degrees and their value depends a great deal upon the 
standards of the university or college from which they 
were obtained. 

Which brings us right back to the question of teacher 
evaluation, administrative judgments about performance 
on the job, something Virginia H. Cole did not hesitate 
to point out in the master’s degree discussion.

Since the Teachers’ Assn. has demonstrated with its 
position on this issue that it regards teachers as people 
like other people - humanly influenced by what pinches 
the pocketbook - why should not further consideration be 


given to a sound system for teacher evaluation that takes 
the same fact into consideration?

Of all the debates on ‘*How to 
bring, peace to Viet Nam?” pers 
haps one echoes on more than 
any other, It deals with a question 
much misunderstood; ‘*What about 
that Geneva Agreement of 1954? 
Didn’t it provide for free elections 
in both North and South Vietnam 
two vears after the French forces 
left?’’ 

Many people I meet still wonder 
exactly why those Vietnamese e= 
lections were never held, 

T asked our Deputy Ambassador 
to Vietnam, William TJ, Porter, 
for his views during our recent 
interview in Saigon, He hada ready 
reply, 

‘‘The answer is,’’ he said with 
assurance, *’that we were fully 
prepared to havetheelections here 
in the South , but if they were 
to be held at all, certainly they 
must be held in the North also, 
This they wouldn’t do,’’ 

*“Most reports I have heard,’ 
T replied, ‘‘stated that the United 
States, which was then supporting 
the Premier Diem government in 
Saigon, wouldn’t allow the elections 
on Diem’s advice, I thought that he 
had warned us that if we allowed 
the elections to be held, that the 
Communists in South Vietnam 
would easily win,”’ 

The Ambassador disagreed, 

“Oh, no,” he said, ‘‘It’s always 
the old story from the commies ,, 
"go ahead, you have your elections 


there , but we’re all set up here,’ 

“‘The fact is,’* he emphasized, 
“Ho Chi Minh would not allow 
any free elections in the North, 
Besides this, they (North Viet- 
nam govt.) were keeping the Viet 
Cong forces in the south as hard 
core revolutionaries to make sure 
the vote went their way,”’ 


What About the UN? 

I asked Mr, Porter about his 
views on the UnitedNationstaking 
an active part itself in resolving 
the conflict . . . either in spon- 
soring peace negotiations, or via 
a peace keeping force, 

“Well, in view of China’s ate 
titude toward the United Nations, 
it has been our considered opinion 
that this affair can best be handled 
outside the U, N,**

any such request for U, N, assis= 
tance, ‘*After all,’’ he added, ‘‘the 
matter of who should be here is

Sen, Edward (Ted) Kennedy, in 
town this week for a brief meeting 
with area press officials, expres= 
sed some doubt, however, as to 
just how fast substantial Federal 
aid for pollution control can be 
expected, He talked in terms of 
Merrimack River clean-up in ten 
years, and said the high cost of 
the Vietnam War would be a 
major factor in restricting Fed- 
eral financial involvemen® 

He mentioned legislation filed 
proposing the Merrimack River 
basin as the location for a Fed» 
erally sponsored model pollution 
abatement project, but he added 
that this should not cause undue 
optimism since a number of other 
problem areas are competing for 
the same backing. 


Local Attitudes 

But with or without aid, a nume 
ber of Andover’s most conserva= 
tive officials said this week that 
they would rather pay the price 
for a locally controlled purifica= 
tion system than get involved in 
a district with more politically 
oriented urban governments, 

J. Everett Collins, a former 
selectman and a present member 
of the Fin Com, was determined 
in his opposition and said, “‘I 
don’t think we are going to come 
to one mind on this,’’ He pointed 
out that even if the four come 
munities agreed on a formula, 
the Legislature could rewrite the 
bill for creation of the district 
in a way that would work to Ande» 
over’s disadvantage, 

Selectman Robert A, Watters, 
who with Manager Bowen has re= 
presented Andover on the district 
planning committee told the com= 
bined boards that it is his per= 
sonal feeling that Andover ‘‘should 
go it alone’’ rather than get en= 
tangled with the problem of other 
communities, ‘‘We would lose ale 
together too much autonomy,’’ he 
said, 

He recommended, however, that 
the town continue to work along 
on the legislation, partially in 
order ‘‘to gain time’’ and partially 
to guarantee that the other towns 
involved would have a chance for 
a referendum vote, At least three 
of the four communities proposed 
for the district partnership must 
agree to participate or the plan 
will die aborning, 

Selectman Sidney P, White also 
said he favors construction of a 
separate filtration facility for And= 

over, Manager Bowen expressed 


something of the same sentiments 
but said he was reluctant to close 
the door at this stage on a plan 
that could save Andover $1 million, 

But this savings could be count= 
eracted by the expense of enlarging 
the proposed purification plant in 
the futuse, he said, Bowen reported 
that the Government will eventually 
demand that water dumped into 
the river from storm drains also 
be filtered, This would create 
problems for Lawrence and 
Methuen that Andover need not 
share, he said, 

He told members of the come 
binded boards that if Andover con= 
structs its own pollution abate~ 
ment facility, it would likely go 
on land to the rear of the Ray= 
theon Co, plant in Shawsheen,
